EDITORIAL NOTES 


IN THESE DIFFICULT DAYS EVERY LIBRARY can make a definite effort 
to promote intelligent thinking on the present world situation and to 
offer its community various practical aids as well. The following 
recent books worth stressing have appeared in the four fall issues of 
the Booklist from September through December. 

As a background for the general situation read Adams’s Epic of 
America, “a sorrowful appraisal” of what has happened to the ideals 
with which America began. Economic behavior, edited by Atkins, de- 
scribes economic systems from capitalism to communism and is not 
too technical for the general reader. The economic history of the 
United States by Humphrey emphasizes the evolution of “big busi- 
ness.” Laidler’s Concentration in American industry is a documented 
and detailed study of monopoly. Pertinent to the present situation are 
america weighs her gold by Rogers, a popularized interpretation of 
the present international gold situation and its causes, Poverty in 
plenty by Hobson, and The way.to recovery by Paish. Stewart’s Uu- 
employment benefits in the United States is an exhaustive source 
book. Gilson’s Unemployment insurance in Great Britain is unbiased 
and sound, and Jndustrial relations by the National Industrial Con- 
ference Board estimates the importance of human relationship to both 
the individual and the industry. Some practical aids are Wilson’s 
How to make money at home, Kitson’s J find my vocation, Fancher’s 
Getting a job and getting ahead, and McCullough’s How to spend 
your money, written simply and with common sense. Seven leaflets 


on Careers, put out by the United States Office of Education are given 
in the Documents list of this issue. Three excellent Jolin Day 


Pamphlets, by Chase, Himes, and Lippmann are listed under Free 
and Inexpensive Material, as well as six or seven other pamphlets 
dealing with unemployment. 
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BOY’S RECREATIONAL READING

THE LIST OF BOOKS WHICH APPEARS at the close of this article was originally 
prepared at the request of a colleague who had received nearly one hundred 
dollars from the boys of his dormitory with which to buy the nucleus of a new 
“house” library. They are purely for what has come to be known as “recrea- 
tional,” as distinguished, probably, from curricular, informational, or reference, 
purposes. They also were merely suggestions. Another important limit set for 
the compiler was the fact that the forty-five boys in the house range in age from 
fifteen to seventeen. With these requirements in mind the list was made from 
books found useful in our library, both in creating and supplying a demand for 
voluntary reading. They were offered as books that boys will read rather than, 
for the most part, books that their teachers think they should read. 

Almost every title is of what might be called a key book. In the list there 
is something for almost every mentality, temperament, background, and social 
age to be found in the original group. When a contact is made in any of in- 
numerable ways with a prospective reader, he may be tactfully and gently, indi- 
rectly and with great directness, investigated. His reading history and habits 
should thus be learned, with many other facts. The effort should be made to 
give him a motive for voluntary reading. That is easy if he is at all ambitious, 
if he already has a hobby of his own, or if he is unhappy and needs temporarily 
to escape from himself or his environment. Generally this process need take but 
a few minutes, for the victim will almost always give an immediately follow- 
able lead. He probably can be classified at once as a “Chambers,” a “Deeping,” 
a “Pertwee,” a “Wren,” or a something more highly cerebrated. 

If the first diagnosis proves faulty, he may perhaps be held on to, by the 
grace of God and Herculean but most unostentatious efforts, and be subjected 
to further observation and investigation. When his type is determined, feed 
him the food indicated, even if to you it seems poison. Only so may drug 
addicts be eventually released. Then will follow what rescue missions and the 
Salvation Army call the Soup-Soap-Salvation Plan. The quality and types of 
his reading may be raised in successive titles hy steps so gradual as to be im- 
perceptible to him. Before very long he should be reading books that at first 
he couldn’t or wouldn’t have grasped or enjoyed. Through all this process the 
easily-enforced rule should be that no boy read anything he finds uninteresting. 
Thus is explained the presence on the list of such writers as Oppenheim and 
Deeping. The latter is probably more or less pernicious, and useful only as a 
point of immediate departure for healthier and less sentimental climes. 

Many such lists of as great or as little value could easily be made and every 
school librarian should be prepared to compile her own. Whatever value this 
one has is entirely relative and based on the fact that books of these types have 
been found useful among the kinds of boys now in eastern preparatory schools.

A member of the Académie speaks from 
his personal recollections of Edmond de 
Goncourt, and of certain French literary 
coteries of the late nineteenth century. 
The book includes a discussion about the 
awarding of the Prix Goncourt and of the 
people who have gained it. 


Bonnet, Pierre. La commercialisation de

A good history of economic and busi- 
ness conditions in France from the First 
Empire to the year 1929.

The 
letters are for the most part personal, 
though frequent mention is made of Di- 
derot’s literary friends and of his work. 
'hroughout there is testimony of the ten- 
der love which united this couple. 


Dottin, Paul. Samuel Richardson, 1689- 


1761, imprimeur de Londres, auteur de 
Pamela, Clarisse et Grandison. Paris, 
Perrin [c1931] xx, 521p. illus. $3.50. 


The author of many volumes on English 
literature here presents us with a biogra- 
phy of Richardson, which is rather more 
critical than biographical. In spite of his 
frequently bantering tone, Dottin seems a 
sincere admirer of Richardson. He even 
considers him a modern in many respects, 
calling him the great historian of the war 
between the sexes. 


Engerand, Roland. Aux fontaines de

A series of biographical essays on 
Maurice Barrés, which are written in the 
manner of a passionate admirer. The 
author even compares Barrés to Anatole 
France, and accounts for many of Barrés’s 
characteristics of style by stressing his 
Alsatian environment.

A group of articles on book collecting 
and publishing in France, which appeared 
originally in Le Journal. The author 
thinks that since the war the public has 
become enormously interested in books. 
3ut with the increase in the numbers of 
purchasers, he believes that the type of 
literature in demand has grown less de- 
sirable. 


Jouvenel, Bertrand de. Vers les Etats- 
Unis d’Europe. Paris, Valois, 1930.

Primarily a study of European politics 
during the decade 1919-1929. The various 
steps towards a unified Europe both with- 
in and without the league of nations is 
discussed. The concluding chapter aims 
to show what has been done by the League 
and that it has by no means accomplished 
all that it set out to do. 


Maeterlinck, Maurice. La vie des fourmis. 
Paris, Charpentier [c1930] 255p. 85c. 
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As the author explains at the beginning, 
he has lived more of his life in the country 
than in the city, and has naturally become 
very interested in the ant. In this book 
he considers ants as though they were 
human beings, and discusses their govern- 
ment, their wars, their methods of com- 
munication. In an epilog he compares 
the existence of insects like ants with the 
lives of human beings. 


1830-1930. La religion 
romantique et ses conquétes.

A study of mysticism and romanticism 
from 1830 to 1930, in particular, though 
the two introductory sections, comprising 
about sixty pages, are concerned with the 
mysticism of an earlier period. Roman- 
ticism is discussed from its German and 
American aspects, as well as from the 
French viewpoint.

The second of a series of works by this 
author on the pre-romantic period. Like 
volume one, this new volume concerns 
itself mainly with the poetry of the period. 
Its contents consist of two main divi- 
sions: La poésie de la nuit et des tom- 
beaux; and Les idylles de Gessner et le 
réve pastoral. It is a scholarly, yet in- 
teresting, piece of work, by a man who is 
one of the greatest living authorities on 
romanticism and its origins.

The first volume of a comprehensive 
work on the history of communism, which 
is to cover the subject from the pre- 
Christian era to the time of Lenin. This 
initial volume deals with the origins of 
communism among the Jews of Biblical 
times, the early Christians, and the ancient 
Greeks and Romans. An excellent bibli- 
ography adds much to its value.

The first, “Le certificat 
prénuptial,” tells how a clever girl duped 
her physician into giving her tuberculous 
fiancé a clean bill of health. The other 
themes are quite as unusual.
